They choose 
to play it safe that they may 
minimize or eliminate entire¬ 
ly independent risk, implied 
in every social change or ad¬ 
vocation thereof. 

VIRTUES, the third char¬ 
acter, is the conscience of 
EVERYWHERE, as well as the 
conscience of every human. 
VIRTUES does not make a Judg¬ 
ment as to whether or not 
KNOMOR or KNONOT is more cor¬ 
rect in his attitude. But 
VIRTUES does seek to make KNO¬ 
MOR and KNONOT understand that

EVERYWHERE cannot ; dv.-nce 


socially if both refuse to 
accept a middle ground in 
their respective quests for 
supremacy. And VIRTUES does 
seek to make them understand 
that unless and until a mid¬ 
dle ground is upheld by them 
both are headed for disaster. 

Unwilling to face this re¬ 
ality, KNOMOR and KNONOT per¬ 
mit VIRTUES' departure, which 
symbolizes their losing right 
reason, without which neither 
can survive except on a sub¬ 
human, technologically ori¬ 
ented level. In this state 
and on this level, KNOMOR and 
KNONOT realize they have de¬ 
liberately avoided knowing in 
any way the merits or demerits 


of the above-mentioned social 
innovation. Rather, they have 
devoted their energies to con¬ 
siderations immediately under¬ 
stood in terms of monopolis¬ 
tic profits and powers, while 
shunting the consideration of 
any social concept implying 
any redistribution of profits 
and/or powers. 

Though KNOMOR and KNONOT 
have all but forsaken the at¬ 
tributes comprising VIRTUES- 

Charity, Purity, Patience,

The new iiH contract erases a doubt 
hedged rosy forecasts for the country's 
IBM Tonosny. It insures that stsetwnrkers will 
ha*e pay eheek* They won’t have to fo out on 
•tnk* again. And it takes the presiture off con- 
grea. which now can take it* time on Considera¬ 
tion of saw legislation controlling strike* in 
basic industries 

For all those reasons. the nation can 
breathe a sigh of relief; but annie implications 
af the contract will serve to aeep joy within 

begad* 

Roger Blnngh, board chairman of United 
fttatMBteel Corp. aeva the agreement will coot 
the ladaatrv a billion dollars over the life of the 
•ontract This is a long way from the proposal 
aiade by Management to the union when negota- 
tmea opaad laat April — a one-year freeze on 
wages and benefit*

de . Ilpeid J McDonald, eould take to hb wage 


policy committee a “message of |ieace, pros¬ 
perity and lasting happiness; their union is 
safe, sound and secure.” 

While the agreement was called "votutary.” 
all hand* agree it was given a big push by the 
government in the person of Vice President 
Nixon and limbor Secretary Mitchell. For this 
job of peacemaking, these two men deserve 
great credit. 

Steel Magazine, a leading journal of the in- 
dastry, estimates the cost of ths new contract 
at S16 a ton. compared to an industry average 
profit of 19 85 a ton. This would seem to Indi¬ 
cate a price increase is Inevitable. Secretary 
Mitchell, however, says he sees no need for a 
pnea increase “immediately” and Mr. Blough 
aays his company will “continue the general 
level of its prices for the immediate future.” 

There «.rrni* only one way to avoid higher 
prices and fiat is by more efficient use of labor. 
Mr. McDonald sevs the industry aorelv needs 
plant modernization — which would requira 
largs new capital investments. Mr. Plough em¬ 
phasizes Increased per-man productivity to lie 
accomplished, at least in part, by amendment 
of outmoded work rules. 


Having written this contract, union snd 
management, it seems to us. assume joint re- 
aponsibillty for making one or the other, or 
both, of these methods work. The contract in¬ 
cludes a provision, not yet very clear, for study 
of the work rules 

A steal price rise, generating new Infla¬ 
tion. would neutralize the value of thia pay in¬ 
crease to the steelworkers themselves and cut 
the pay of ail other workers. It also would ad¬ 
versely affect the volume of steel sales which 
already ars menaced by foreign steel, more 
eheaplv made, and by competition from alum¬ 
inum. wood, plastics, concrete and other pro¬ 
ducts. Lost business means lost jobs increasing 
tin threat of unemployment in the steel towns. 

Mr. Blogh says the settlement Is “less in¬ 
flationary” than other postwar contracts. It 
needs to bo a great deal less, since earlier con¬ 
tracts have been a major force in rasing general 
costs 

If the companies and the union Work to¬ 
gether to increase efficiency and hold down 
prices, tliia is a good days work for all con¬ 
cerned Otherwise, in terms of mutual aelf-in- 
terest. they have made a bad deal.

I have Just finashed reading Robert Kemnedys book and Of course I watched he and 
his brother an the political scene during the sunnier months. There is nothing that makes 
a little laans blood ball than to read the writings of the people like these two and than 
watch than do everything possible to further their own political careers by walking over 
the carcasses of the small man. With this in mind I an writing you with a suggestion. 

There is a very important industry in the United States that is just right for ao&e 
kind of organization. I think that you might consider the fa:ts and decide for yourself 
the merits of the case. 

(1) This industry nas an independent business establishment in virtually every city 
in the United States. 

(2) In many sections of the country the product produced is a necessity and is fast 
becoming more so. 

(3) I would aay that the business is about eighty percent a cash business and the 
profits accruing to the owners is fantastic. ?0 % gross profit is not the least 
bit ub isual. 

(U) There is very little if any union activity in the industry and in many cases 
sweat shop conditions exist. 

(5) The raw materials used in this business are produced 100£ by union labor which 
makes the situation ideal for organization by using the synpathy strike. 

(6) The product is hauled in and out by teamsters and the product is essential to 
the trucking industry. 

I feel that your organization can organize this group and provide aids for the workers 
a* well am anytning else that might result from a sound organization. 

I know that you probably receive many letters of this nature but I hope that you will 
pay attention to this one. 1 cannot do anything myaelf as ' lack the resources and the 
organization. I do not expect to gain anything from this suggestion. I would be happy to 
give 7nu any firt er information that you desire regarding this suggestion. If you are 
intores' you could write me at the above address or have one of your men contact me. I 
will be happy to explain ny Interest in this thing and I think that you will understand.
